Lack Facilities

Three hundred bodies have been 


recovered "thus far and owing to tho 
amount of debris It Is thought two 
hundred more are still In the ruins. 
Tho dead found are wrapped 
In 
sheets and are burled In common 
crates, the warm -weather prevent- 
ing their being kept any time.

From all over tho ivest help Is

There is said to be little need for 


doctors and nurses, ns all who were 
in the path of the waters perished and 
those who arc alive escaped unhurt, 
being on high ground away from tliu 
flood.

Sudden and Short. 


It is Impossible to secure many de 


tails, and, In fact, those who have 
reached lone and other towns In the 
region say there is little to tell. The 
•wall of water came down the gulches, 
enveloped the town, and then swept 
on. It was sudden and short. Willow 
•creek, ordinarily ten feet wide and 
six inches deep. In less than tun min- 
utes was 400 feet wide and twenty 
feet deep. The wall of water could 
be seen coming down the gulch, but It 
rushed with such rapidity that tho In 
habitants had not tlmo to get out of 
its path. 


All Are Dead. 


Heppner Is the county seat of Mor- 


row county, Ore., and had about 1,250 
Inhabitants.

Almost the entire residence portion 


of tho town was wiped out. but some 
of the business part, which Is on high 
er ground, escaped.

against tho rocky bluffs. 


Early in the afternoon there was a 


thunder storm, covering a wide re- 
gion of country, and later a heavy 
rain storm set in', many of the smal 
streams overflowing their banks in a 
ehort time. Bridges were swept away 
like straws, and tho darkness of tho 
night soon made the situation more 
distressing. 


Work of Relief. 


As soon as possible al <r the flooi 


eubslded tho work of relief was com 
jnenced by tho citizens of the town 
Dozens of bodies wore found lodged 
•along the bends of tho stream and in 
several places they were piled upon 
•one another. Up to 2 o'clock Monday 
afternoon 200 bodies had been rccov 
••red almost within tho city limits.

Tied away were moved from thcl 
foundations or toppled over.

DYNAMITE COURTHOUSE 


IN PIKE COUNTY, IND, 


Powder Explodes, But Fails to Dis- 


charge More Dangerous Stuff and 


Damage Is Slight. 


Evansvllle, Ind., June 1C.—An 
at- 


tempt was made to wreck the court- 
house at Petersburg, the county seat 
of Pike county, Indiana, forty miles 
north of Evansvtlle, at 3 o'clock In 
the morning. Eight sticks of dynamite 
and a keg of powder connected by a 
fuse were placed nndur the hallway of 
the building and the fuse lighted. The 
powder exploded, but the dynamite 
failed to go off. Tho plastering in the 
rooms above was lorn off and th« 
walls shattered. Tho report was heard 
all over town and the lire department 
was called out. There Is no clow to 
tho perpetrators of tho crime, although 
It Is believed It was done by persons 
favorable to moving the courthouse 
from Petersburg to Wlnslow, a town 
Lou miles distant.

Mitchell made a brief speech review- 
ing the events that have transpired 
since tho close of tho strike, and mak- 
ing suggestions as to what plan ol 
procedure the convention should fol- 
low. Ho said in part: 


"It is needless to say that tho re- 


fusal of the coal operators to accept 
the award of tho atrlko commission 
in a broad, liberal, fair spirit, is a 
deep disappointment to mo. 
I had 


hoped that after tho award was made 
each side would accept it and carry 
out Its provisions to the last letter. 
I desire to say that If tho mine work- 
ers had refused to carry out even BO 
much oa the slightest provision of: 
that award I would bo tho first man 
to condemn them for such conduct 
We expect to keep Us provisions in- 
violate. When we are ready to live 
up-to the award, it Is not unreasona- 
ble for us to ask the operators to do 
the same. 


Decision Is Moral Victory. 


"The award of the commission was 


far from all we asked and wore en- 
titled to. 
From a monetary stand- 


point it was not a great victory for tin. 
It was, however, a great moral victory. 
True, wo are granted an advance in 
•wapcs and a decrease in hours of la- 
bor, but, altogether, we did not' re- 
ceive one-half of what ~Ke were en- 
titled to. 
But whatever disappoint- 


ment came of the award we can bear 
It. We will accept our failure and 
carry out the award as faithfully as 
though wo secured everything

ought."
